put it, bridle the mouth of Stanley Matthews. 
It was for the first time proved by Pitkin that 
himself and Sypher, Anderson’s attorney, had a 
conference with Senator Conkling iu his own 
committee- room upon this subject, at which the 
contents of Matthews’ letters were stated, and 
copies of them promised to Conkling. Pitkin’s 
testiinony disappointed the Democrats with 
respect to the Sherman letter.

GEN. BOYNTON. 
FURTHER QUESTIONED BY BUTLER. 

Wasuinerton, D. C. June 25.—Gen. Henry v. 
Boynton, the correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Gazette, was recalled, and said that the Presi- 
dent never, during their conversation, gave him 
to understand that Anderson was in possession 
of political secrets.

EX-MARSHAL PITKIN. 
HE READS A STATEMENT. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., June 2.—Ex-Marshal 
John R. G. Pitkin was sworn, and testified that 
he had conversed with James E. Anderson on 
the subject of the protest of the Parish of East 
Feliciaua. l 

He then read a statement, as follows: 

On the 12th of November, 1876, Auderson en- 
tered my office with several other parties, 
among whom was D. A. Weber, now dead. Dur- 
ing the period of Anderson’s official duties in 
Feliciana be returned to New Orleans several 
times, and freAuent surmises had been made in 
regard to his business and why he came down 
there. I asked him one day abeut it, and told 
bim that he was exposing himself to a charge of 
cowardice, and of abandoning the parish at 80 
critical a juncture. 

MY REMARK AFFRONTED HIM, 
and he left me, saying his life was about as good 
as many other Republicans I knew of. About a 
week later I was intormed by Mr. Catlin that 


Anderson bad received a letter while on the 
street with him from J. W. Patton, Chairman 
of the Democratic State Central Committee, 
and that Anderson, after reading the letter, 
left him, saying he had an engagement. I was 
inclined to believe this was not the first letter 
he bad received from that source.

Dear Six: The writer is a personal acquaint- 
ance and friend of yours, and also W. H. Rice. 
Having carefully examined the personal-prop- 
erty list published in to-day’s Trisuns, and no- 
ticed of late the doings of the South Town Tax- 
payers’ Association, I feel constrained to give 
you my views of the assessments of Mr. Rice, 
but must decline to put my name to this letter 
for the reason that a large number of these 
parties are personal friends, and I cannot 
afford to make them my enemies by so do- 
ing. I have had business relations with 
most of these houses, and know very near- 
ly the net cash value of their stocks.

ECONOMY AND CONSUMPTION, 

To the Editor af The Tribune. 
CNC, June 23.—I read with great pleasure 
an editorial in your issue of thie (Sunday) morn- 
iug on How Wages Are Affected by Expendi- 
tures. Not only did I value it for the lesson 
of temperance and personal economy it taught, 
but I gathered from it some valuable thoughts 
on the science of political economy. But while 
Icould hardly overestimate its value, I do not 


think you have carried your reasoning to its full 
and legitimate results. 

No man can regret more thoroughly than I do 
the demoralizing and impoverishing effect of 
the consumption of liquors and tobacvo; but the 
inost important fact is the expenditure of the 
810.500. 000 per annum for that which you have 
proved not to be a necessity, and which might 
as well be economed in whole, or pear! 
so. To be sure this would deprive about 5, 
men of their present emplovment, but they 
should seek some other, an employment the 
product of which would be necessary or useful 
to society. But this is only the beginning of 
economy; if liquor and tobacco are worse than 
useless, so are are the ten thousand drugs and 
adulterated spices with which we stimulate our 
appetites to enable us to eat too much. 
So are the greasy meat pies and other extray- 
agant dishes with which we court the dyspepsia, 
biliousness, gout, and death. Our destructive 
extravagance in this direction is equal to that in 
the case of liquor and tobacco. Nor 92 our use- 
less expenditures by any means stop here. Our 
clothing might be *‘ economized ”’ at least one- 
half, especially in summer. 

To be sure, all this would deprive more men 
of their present emplovment, but they would 
have to seek some more necessary one. No 
in these hard times we should economize every 
thing that is not really necessary to our healt 
and usefulness, and it bas been proven that by 
economy a man may be healthy and strong upon 
W ceuts per day. If, then, be gets $1.25 per 
day, he can save the dollar, or about $300 per 


ear. 
r But to prove the val ie of our figures, let us 
see how grand the results would be if everybody 
would only practice strict economy. In ten 
years, every man who had $1.25 per day, might 
be in possession of an ample home, and, by 
combining his capital with his fellows, of ali 
the machinery, land, etc., necessary to the con- 
ducting of his special industry. 

To be sure, this would throw all the land- 
lords, factory-owners, and money-lenders out of 
employment, but then they could surely dnd 
some wore useful and necessary employment. 
But this is not half the tale. 

As everybody would now have all the capi- 
tal they required in the way of dwellings, ma- 
chinery, etc., they would not care to use the 
capital of somebody else; hence a man who had 
more than he himself could use would either 
have to let it decay for want of use, or he would 
have to dispose of it to some oue who could 
use it. 

And what then! Why, sir, poverty would be 
forever abolished; all the greatest causes of 
crime would be removed, and in fact the mil 
lenium would have dawned. But there seems 
to be ope defect in my theorv,—one difficulty in 
the way of arriving at the millenium through 
this kind of economy: 

Consumption is necessary to the demand for 
labor, and the more we economize the iess is 
the demand for our labor, until it does seem 
that just before we arrived at the acme of our 
theory everybody would be out of employment. 
But we will not despair. We will try, try 
again.

HORTICULTURE. 


From Chicago to Alton—A Day Spent in the 
Orchards and Among the Melon-Vines— 

_ How Alton Growers Put Up Nutmeg-Mel- 
ens for the Market—Extent of the Busi- 
ness. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Auton, III., June 22.—Leaving Chicago on 
the morning of the 2ist. I reached this city in 
due time. On the road I notice that the corn 
crop is backward; much of it is just up, and 
some flelds are yet to plant. But, as we moved 
south, the crops were more advanced, and the 
fields seemed to have more lite in them. Soon 
after leaving Bloomington, signs of commencing 
harvest were present in the wheat-fields; and, 
from the number of shocks on the ground, I 
should say the crop was a fair yield. 

APPLES. 

The orchards in sight did not present. a very 
promising appearance, and it was vot till we 
neared the City of Alton that we felt any en- 
couragement that we were to have a satisfactory 
apple crop. Some orchards which we have vis- 
ited to-day are loaded witb fruit, and the trees 
have more on them than they should have, and 
the owners are now commencivg to ship the 
June Appies and the Ked Astrachans. The 
orchards that are full of fruit are few, so that, 
altogether, the crop will not be equal to last 
year in this citv. 

THE PEACH ORCHARDS 

are loaded, and the owners are already in 
trouble to know what they are going to do 
with them all. It is my opiniou that peach- 
growers in this locality will uc ver make money 
out of the crop until they adopt the late Dr. 
Hull’s practice of thinning the crop. Large, 
fine peaches always sell well, but small, com- 
mon specimens will not pay for shipping aud 
other expenses. It is quite evident to me that 
peaches on South Water street will sell cheup 
this year. 

THE BLACKBERRY CROP 
was never larger than this vear. The bushes 
are fairly loaded with fruit, aud, if they could 
be thoroughly ripened before shipping. the 
would find ready sale: but the truuble with 
these berries is, that they are usually too green 
when shipped to be good.

THE LARGE MELON-FIELDS 
in this vicinitv; and accordingly 1 have spent 
the dav chiefly iu riding over the Sand-Ridge,”’ 
where the water and nutmeg melons are chiefly 
grown. The crop, 1 find, will come in late,— 


about the lst of August. The cold rains have 


set them back, and the plantings failed, so that 
a good stand has not been obtained. But, now 
that the days have become warm, and the sun 
shines again, tue growth will be rapid, and we 
may anticipate that wewill have about the 
usual supply, though a little late in coming to 
the market. 
HOW TO SHIP MELONS. 

After trving many varieties of packages for 
the nutmeg-melon, the Alton growers have, for 
two or three years past, settled upou this pack- 
age asthe best. all things considered: Sawed 
heads twelve inches square, and from tpree- 


fourths to one inch in thickness; slate one inch 


and a half wide, one-quarter of an inch thick, 
and twenty-two inches long. These boxes are 
made up three slats on a side, and hold twelve 
fair-sized melons. These packages are con- 
venient to handle, and are packed in the car on 
end, and carry safely in that way. I do pdt 
think there is any improvement made on this 

ckage. It is a convenient size for buvers, and 

recommend it rather than anything else that I 
have seep. The cost is from eight to ten cents. 

THE EXTENT OF THE BUSINESS 

in this neighborhood during the season is from 
one to two car-loads per day. There are some 
families who depend upon their crop of melons, 
to a very great extent, for their income. It is 
somewhat risky to do so; still it is done. Some- 
times there is mouey in the business, and some- 
times there is not. The markets are uncertain, 
and the meloncholy days are short. 

Melons can hardly be grown with profit ex- 
cept on solls just suited to them, and for this 
reason we find that only certain districts at- 
tempt to grow them. Sand-ridges, with special 
mabpures applied, are the tirst condition of suc- 
cess. The next condition is (always, of course, 
taking it for granted that the variety planed is 
what it thould be) thorough and constant culti- 
vation until the vines take the ground. It is 
marvelous what quantity of nutmeg-melons are 
sometimes grown upon an acre; and again it is 
grievous to learn from experience how little 
money is sometimes made out of the melon- 
patch. But no farmer who has the soil suitabie 
should be without his telon-patch, which will 
give as much joy to his family as any half-acre 
op the 160.

THE 80-CALLED SHERMAN LETTER. 
As Mrs, Capt. Junxs’ testimony before the 
Potter-BuTier Committee relates almost en- 
tirely to the so-called Suxzrman letter, and as 
that apocryphal document was the very basis 
of the present investigation, we reproduce it 
for a little further consideration : 


New Ortgans, Nov. 20, 1870. — Messers. D. A. 
Webder and James . Anderton—GENTLEMEN: 
Your note of even date has just been received. 
Neither Mr. Haves, myself, the gentlemen who 
accompany me, or the country at large can ever 
forget the — py under which you will have 
placed us should you stand firm in the position 
you havetaken. From a long and intimate ac- 
quaintance with Gov. Haves, l am justified in as- 
suming the responsibility for promises made, and 
will guarantee that you will de provided for as soon 
after the 4th of March as may practicable, and 
in euch manner ae will enaole you both to leave 
Louisiana, should you deem it necessary. Very 
truly yours, JOHN SHERMAN. 


Since Mrs. Ixxxs has given her testimony, 
it has become very certain that Secretary 
Surnmax never wrote this letter, and a good 
many people wonder that he did not give a 
more explicit denial of the authorship at the 
time he eppeared before the Committee. 
Secretary Snuurnman bimself explains this 
fully and satisfactorily. He says that his 
denial was as emphatic as any honest man, 
anxious to tell nothing but the truth, could 
have given under the circumstances. When 
he appeared before the Committee, he was 
ignorant of what Anpznson had testified; he 
was confronted with the fact that the Demo- 


erats claimed to have the original letter, or 


at least photographic copies thereof, which 
would amount to the same thing; he found 
in the letter some things he would naturally 
have said; he had the strongest conviction 
that he never wrote any such letter, and 80 
expressed himself, but would not go further 
under oath at that time: It was a careful 
and proper position to take, and one that 
will be understood by men of affairs. 

But suppose it had turned out that Mr, 
Surnumax had written the very letter which 
the Democrats have been so anxious to prove 
upon him? Does a careful reading of the 


‘document, addressed to two men who, as 


SHERMAN thought, were anxious to do their 
duty but feared for their lives if they did it, 
indicate any corrupt motive on the part of 


| the writer, any connivance at fraud, or any 


attempt at bribery? Isn't it a letter that 
SHERMAN might properly have written under 
the circumstances? There are just two 
points in the letter. In the first place, it 
urges these two men to stand firm in the 
position they had taken.” That is, they had 
sworn to a condition of things in East and 
West Feliciana which Sazrman believed to 
be true, and which he now says he can 
prove to betrue. Was it strange or wrong 
that he should urge them to adhere to the 
truth in spite of threats or bribes? In the 
next place, he expressed the opinion that the 
President would provide for them ‘‘in such 
manner as will enable you both to 
leave Louisiana, should you deem it 
necessary); that is, if this pro- 
test placed their lives in danger or 
brought down upon them the wrath of the 
bulldozers to an extent which should prevent 
them from earning a living for themselves 
and their families in Louisiana, then he 
would guarantee that they should be provided 
for elsewhere. We should say that it would 
be cruel to refuse them Government support 
under such circumstances, and Mr. Suzrman 
would have judged Mr. HArzs harshly if he 
had not dared to promise this much in case 
they should endanger their lives for truth’s 
sake. One of the two meneas subsequently 
murdered by the bulldozers before he cogld 
be provided for elsewhere ; the other of the 
two (AxprErson) forfeited his claim for pro- 
vision by becoming an adventurer, black- 
mailer, and forger, or revealing his character 
if he had always been such a man. 

Whether Mrs. Jenxs, Weaver, Anperson, 
or anybody else wrote this jetter, it would 
fail in its purpose of convicting Secretary 
S#ermMan of dishonorable action, oven if his 
alleged authorship thereof had not boen dis- 
proved. Now it is time, as Secretary Surr- 
MAN says, either for this Committee to dis- 
band or to enter upon the task of proving 
the two Feliciana elections to have been free 
and fair; and, in this attempt, Secretary 
Seeman is ready to confront them. 

PUNISHMENT FOR CHIME. 

We print a letter this morning @omment- 
ing upon some remarks made in this paper 
upon the necessity and justice of impartially 
enforcing the law for the punishment of 
crime. The popular impression among the 
friends of the two young men who suffered 
the death-penalty last week was, that if the 
men had money they would never have been 
. executed, and that impression seems to pre- 
vail among large portions of the community 
who are not properly to be classed as friends 
of criminals. The question of the righteous- 
ness of the punishment is ignored, and the 
question of money or no money is regarded

persons committing murder who are exe- 
euted does not exceed one in ten of those 
who are notoriously guilty, the uncertainty 
of the death-penalty offers to the crim- 
inal an invitation to gratify his deadly or 
malignant purpose in defiance of that per- 
sonal security and safety which the law 
against murder is intended to afford, We 
are not discussing any particular case; the 
fact we have mentioned is notorious. Nor 
are we suggesting that our judicial or other 
officers are, however remotely, corrupt or 
unduly influenced by the use of money or 
other inducements to falter in the perform- 
ance of their duty. But the execution of 
the laws for the punishment of crime is 
weak, and is so weak and so uncertain that 
crime has such a contempt for the law that 
it is never deterred by the statute-book. 

The conviction and execution of two men 
for murder, however calculated to disabuse 
the popular impression that the law cannot 
be enforced, to have any lasting effect must 
be followed, and the law be as rigidly en- 
forced in all other cases, so that it shall be 
established as a moral certainty that who- 
ever commits murder in this county shall 
be hanged, and that juries, prosecutors, 
‘eourts, and executives will show the same 
firmness and fidelity in the interest of jus- 
tice as have been shown in these late cases, 
Any relaxation of justice, any loose adminis- 
tration of the law in the future, will natural- 
ly be accepted as a confirmation of the theory 
that these men were hanged because they had 
no money with which to defeat the ends of 
justice. 

The weakness in the execution of the 
criminal law is due to many causes, and first, 
it is due to the construction of the law which 
excludes intelligence from the jury, and com- 
mits the trial of criminals to stolid ignorance. 
The law of criminal procedure is abused to 
render conviction for crime as nearly impos- 
sible as human ingenuity can devise. In the 
first place, it provides for delay. The longer 
the delay the less certain is the testimony, 
and less certain the attendance of witnesses. 
The lapse of time lessens the horror inci- 
dental to the offense and the public in- 
terest therein. Witnesses die er move 
away, or their absence may be purchased. 
Instead of the trial following the homicide, 
when the facts and circumstances are fresh in 
the minds of witnesses, the trial is postponed, 
for the murderer who has money, 
until such time as the accused may feel it 
safe for him to take the chance. The selec- 
tion of a jury is practically committed to the 
prisoner. If he cannot have a Judge of his 
own selection, he demands achange of venue 
to some other county, and gains perhaps 
another year’s delay. If he fail to havea 
jury selected by himself and packed to 
acquit him, or fails to corrupt one or two 
jurors, and thus secures a non-agreement 
and more delay, and is convicted, then he 
resorts to the supersedeas. This is grant- 
ed in nine cases out of ten, not upon 
any failure of the record to show that the 
man was guilty of the crime, but upon some 
non-essential technicality in the pleadings, 
orin the admission or exclusion of some 
question or answer not really affecting the 
substantial merits of the case. This involves 
more delay. If the Supreme Court grants 
the supersedeas and orders a new trial on the 
general theory that no man shall be convict- 
ed even upon the testimony of revelation, if 

e of the jury read a newspaper, then 
there is another year’s delay, and thus the 
case drags on until witnesses have passed 
away, evidence is destroyed, and the whole 
matter so passed ont of mind that the mur- 
derer not only escapes, but considers him- 
self as having been outraged by the delays 
and cost to which he has been subjected. 
‘These proceedings to delay and defeat fustice 
require the professional services of lawyers 
who command large fees. The longer the 
case the larger the fees. If the criminal has 
money, or his friends and associates can pro- 
cure it, he can obtain the legal service which 
is necessary to baffle justice and eventually 
defeat it; and it is due to this fact that 
criminals of every degree, and especially 
murderers, regard the question of punish- 
ment or no punishment asa mere question 
of money or no money. 

The administration of the law which per- 
mits such trifling with justice is defective. 
The Courts which encourage and foster 
such trifling actually encourage crime by 
affording the means of éscape from its legal 
punishment. The law to punish crime has 
for its object the protection of society; that 
punishment must be certain, or the law is a 
failure. The criminal code was not supposed 
to be devised for the support of the legal 
profession. Its penalties for the guilty and 
its protections for the innocent were not 
made dependent on the pecuniary means of 
either guilty or innocent to employ cunning 
counsel to defeat justice by an abuse and per- 
version of the forms or procedures of the 
law. Crime has become so . defiant, and so 
confident of the impotency of the law 
in all cases where counsel can bulldoze 
or bamboozle the courts into all manner of 
delays and eventual defeat of the law that, 
if the man contemplating assassination pru- 
dently provides himself with mouey enough 
to cover three or four years’ litigation, he 
may then commit the erime, disdain flight, 
avow the homicide, and laugh at the statute 
which provides hanging as the punishment 
for murder. The executions of last week do 
not vindicate the law from this reproach, be- 
cause the convicts were penniless; were un- 
able to bribe even a single juror; were not 
able to get up a bill of exceptions on which 
to obtain a supersedeas, or even an argu- 
ment in favor of one, and they were hanged. 
To make that*execution effective as a de- 
terrent of crime, and as a warning that mur- 
der is punishable with death, there must be 
other convictions and other hangings, where 
the accused are not penniless, and are able to 
employ the sharpest counsel to work all the 
tricky machinery that usually defeats punish- 
ment and acqntits red-handed guilt. 


TILDEN AND CONKLING.

With the- Democrats, Mr. Timex is tho 
real aue. Titpen is the self-appointed 
Democratic candidate for the Presidency in 
1880. There was some vigorous opposition

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grown out of his defeat. The Fond fac- 
tion demand his renomination on the ground 


for it, The entiTupen faction op- 
pose his nomination on the ground 
that he was responsible for the defeat in 
1876. Local dissensions in the party im- 
crease thie factional strife in New York 
State. Mr. Torx himself appreciates the 
necessity of beginning his campaign at once. 
The New York Mereury, a Democratic or- 
gan, announces that he is disposing of his 
large ſuterest in the New York Elevated 
Railway (held in the name of his nephew, 
the somewhat notorious PxLrox), and other- 
wise arranging his private affairs, so that he 
may devote all his time and money to 
his politieal interests. He will begin 
the work in his own State, and endeavor 
to reconcile some of the leading Democratic 
politicians who are now opposed to him. It 
is at this point that the question of holding 
a State Convention becomes important. The 
majority of the present State Committee is 
opposed to Turi, and therefore refuse 
to cali a State Convention. Their pretense 
is that it is a useless expense and trouble to 
call a Convention for the purpose of nomi- 
nating a single officer, but their real objec- 
tion is that they fear Tilo and his 
agents may manipulate another Convention 
so as to secure a majority of the State Com- 
mittee in his interests, and thus be able to 
make -decided progress in his Presidential 
race. Mr. Tom and his friends are mak- 
ing the most desperate efforts to have a Con- 
vention, and have even gone so far as to 
propose that a minority of the present Com- 
mittee shall organize and call the Conven- 
tion in defiance of the majority; the major- 
ity, however, contend that no Convention 
shall be held unless it become ovident 
to them that Mr. Trrprw will gain nothing 
from it. 

The Republicans of New York are in very 
much the same predicament; with them 
Mr. Conxtine is the issue. Whother or not 
an Assembly shall be elected that will return 
Conxuina to the Senate is declared to 
be the pivot of this fall's campaigu. The 
holding of a State Convention for the simple 
purpose of nominating one Judge of the 
Court of Appeals might injure Coxx- 
Ling’s interests as much as a Democratic 
Convention might help Titprn’s inter- 
ests. All the machinery on the Repub- 
lican side is admitted to be in the hands of 
CoNKLING, as it was set up by the last Con- 
vention, in which he was the controlling 
spirit. His friends pretend to be confident 
that they will be able to retain the control, 
whether a Convention be held or not; at the 
same time, it will be safer for them 
not to hold a Convention, and they 
so understand it. A faction of the Demo- 
crats is said to be thoroughly enlisted in 
Conkiina’s success. The Albany Erpress, 
a Democratic organ, admits that there are a 
good many Republicans who will vote the 
Democratic ticket in the face of Mr. Conx- 
Las declared candidature as the leading Re- 
publican issue, but adds that enough hon- 
est and intelligent Democrats, knowing that 
Mr. Conxuine is an able and faithful repre- 
sentative of his State in the United States 
Senate, will vote for candidates for members 
of Assembly who are pledged or will vote for 
him in the caucus, to upset all the disaffec- 
tion there may be in the Republican ranks.” 
This looks like a declaration by authority 
that ConxirnG has already arranged with the 
vote-brokers for a certain faction of the 
Democratic votes, —euough, as he thinks, to 
secure his re-election. 

Can it be that Torn and Cowie have 
formed an alliance, offensive and defensive, 
for controlling New York? Their ambitions 
do not lie in the same direction. CoNnKLING, 
after his experience in the Cincinnati Con- 
vention, knows very well that he has not the 
ghost of a chance to be nominated for Presi- 
dent, but he wants to go back to the Senate. 
He could assist Torx, therefore, as he did 
assist him during the last campaign, withont 
interfering with his own ambition, if TrnpzN 
and his friends would lend him (Cow) 
Democratic assistance in electing a Coxx- 
tine Legislature. The mutual interests and 
endeavors of these two politicians in work- 
ing up a case against Harn may have led to 
an understanding of this kind. But how 
will the Democrats and Republicans of New 
York State view any such compact as this? 
Will the Democrats, as a class, be any more 
friendly to Mr. Trg if he shall assist in 
keeping a Republican in the United States 
Senate? Will the Republicans, as a class, be 
any more friendly to Mr. Coxxlixd if his re- 
election to the Senate shall only contribute 
to the strength of the next Democratic can- 
didate for President? Messrs. Trupen and 
Conktina may discover, before they get 
through, that they are treading on very 
dangerous ground. | 


ABSOLUTE-MONEY PLATFORM. 

Sr. Lovis, June 20.—The Committee on Plat- 
form of the Greenback State Convention, in ses- 
tien at Sedalia, Mo., after eight hours’ labor, 
reported a declaration of principles this morning, 
embracing nineteen resolutions. It provides that 
the party shall be called the National Labor 
Greenback Party.“ It demands the repeal of the 
Specie Resumption act, and the fasue of absolute 
money in ereenbacks equal to gold and silver; 
that all bonds now subject to redemption be imme- 
2 redeemed in absolute money equivalent to 
coin. etc. 


A curious hallucination possesses the minds 
of many well-meaning persons touching the 
power of Congross to oreate values by 
some kind of mortal fiat. They think that 
men sent to Congress become endowed with 
magic power similar te that ascribed to 
the fabled Aladdin’s lamp. The alchemists of 
Spain only sought to discovera supposed 
secret of Nature which would enable them 
to transmute base metals into gold. But 
the genuine flat Greenbacker believes 
that the political corporation known as Con- 
gress can easily eclipse all that was claimed 
for the occult science of alchemy by 
changing a mixture of lampblack and straw 
into a money superior to silver or gold. 
This Congressional-fiat money is not to be 
like the greenbacks, redeemable in coin, and 
not like a note, @ promise to pay some valu- 
able thing to the holder, but it is to be an 
absolute substitute in purchasing power for 
the precious metals, with coin utterly ban- 
ished out of sight forever: The Missouri 
“Laboring Nationals” demand that Congress 
“shall issue absolute money in greenbacks 
equal to gold and silver” in value, and in 
volume equal to the bonded debt. To be sure 
an absolute greenback is a contradiction 
in terms, as a greenback is a Treasury note 
promising to pay the bearer in coin the 
amount of its face if presented gt any time 
after the 3ist of December next. But ab- 
solte scrip is not a nete or a proni- 
ise to pay anything at any time to any body. 
It is simply apiece of paper calling itself a 
dollar.“ 

The comprehension of the ordinary 
mortal finds itself in a hopeless condition 
of imagination when striving to conceive the 
form of incantation that Congress must em- 
ploy to make this irredeemable scriv *‘ eauiv- 
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‘alent to gold and silver” when it is never | 


to be redeemed in coin, and coin is to be 


totally eliminated from the ourreney as the 


invention of effete barbarism. 

Suppose that Congress shall issue 
this absolute paper money of the usual 
denominations in the general form of bank- 
notes, except that the slips are not redeem- 
able in coin, or bonds payable in coin or 
anything, the question arises, What would 
those scrip slips with dollar-marks on them 
represent? What could a dollar in such 
currency mean? The accepted definition of 
a dollar is a piece of silver or gold of a 
certain weight, or a payer promise to pay 
that weight of precious metal. 

Since gold and silver are to be banished as 
useless, pernicious barbarisms, what idea of 
value will attach to one of those green pieces 
of paper? How can one denomination be 
worth more than another in the way of ex- 
changeable value? How many bushels of 
wheat, corn, or oats will a piece of paper 
marked $10 purchase? What reason is 
there for supposing a slip of paper with the 
sign $1,000 printed thereon will purchase 
more cabbage, coal, or cloth than a 
similar parallelogram stamped with $5 
or any other figure? Those slips of colored 
paper are not to be redeemable in gold 
or silver, or any commodily possessing in- 
trinsic value. They are not to be measured 
by any tangible thing; they are simply ideal 
or sentimental *‘ money ”; but a silver dollar is 
a tangible piece of metal weighing about one 
ounce avoirdupois, and it has cost something 
like a day's work to obtain it. 

The difficulty with the proposed abso- 
lute” money is, that no kuown standard of 
exchangeable value can be applied to it. It 
has uo intrinsic or commodity worth; it can- 
not be used in barter. A slip printed with 
the figures ‘‘ $1,000” is worth no more 
property and is redeemable in no more value 
than a slip with ‘‘$1” printed thereon, be- 
cause the $ mark means nothing tangible. 

Dissassociated from all connection with 
gold and silver values, the patent-paper 
scrip must establish a new relation to com- 
moditics of its own. What shall that relation 
be? How is it to be measured or estimated ? 
How much wheat will a farmer give in ex- 
change for a piece of scrip marked $1”? 
If a bushel to-day, why more than a quart 
to-morrow ? What reason is there for offer- 
ing more than a single grain for any piece of 
scrip, no matter what figure is printed upon 
it? How can prices be fixed in such money, 
when one piece of irredeemable scrip is in- 
trinsically worth no more than another? 
How can there be any prices reported in such 
currency, when it possesses no intrinsic value 
itself, and is redeemable in no substance or 
product having any value? If it be said that 
it will be a legal-tender in the payment of 
debts and taxes, and thus some value will 
attach to it, the reply is, that nobody will sell 
property on trust to be paid m such currency ; 
no debis will be made payable in that kind 
of paper; and no Government can be 
maintained on revenues of that worthless 


sort. Nobody would serve the Govern- 


ment, or sell supplies to it, and take such 
valueless stuff im payment. An attempt to 
introduce such currency would immediately 
result. in the adoption of a general system of 
barter, and exchange of commodities, and in 
special contracts for the payment of debts in 
products, or in silver and gold. Thus, in 
spite of all the laws that could be passed 
ig favor of absolute scrip, the exchange of 
equivalents in value would reassert and re- 
establish itself, and the country, after con- 
fusions and convulsions, would swing back 
to that metallic money which is both a meas- 
ure and an equivalent of commodities and 
labor. | 


GEN. CHALMERS ON THE NORTHERN DEMO- 
CRATS. 


Brig.-Gen. CoaLMERS, a Confederate member 
of Congress from a strong black“ Repub- 
lican district of Mississippi, expresses extreme 
disgust with the treatment his section received 
at the hands of the Northern Vemocrats in the 
late Congress. Says the Memphis Avalanche: 

The Northern Democratic leaders were untrue to 
the North during the War, and have proved them- 
selves untrue to both sections since the War. This 
is their record, and it is a question for every hon- 
est man in the South to decide for himself whether 
he shall permit party names that no longer mean 
anything to stand between him and justice to his 
people and section.

I have loved the Democratic party from my youth 
ap, and what I said to Northern Democrats was 
more in sorrow than in anger; but, sir, I believed 
what I said, aud 1 uenally say what I believe. 
Wheu a Southern man remembers the gross in- 
equality of Government aid in the past, and when 
he sees that inequality about to be re-enacted; 
when he secs a reduction of the tariff struck down 
in the Demoratic House; when he sees a Democratic 
Senator from New York opposing a subsidy toa 
Brazilian steamship !fte for New Orleans after mill - 
jons have been expended for New York: when he 
sees the Northern Pacifie bill, granting a sabsidy in 
lands equal to fifty millions in money, passed by 
Northern Democratic Senators, without a dissent- 
ing voice, while they refuse even to fix a time to 
consider the Texas Pacitic; and when he sees 
Democrats in this House opposing the Texas 
Pacific, and yet voting a stibsidy to the Northern 
Pacific, he begins to ask himself why he has eaf- 
fered so long aud endufed so much for the Demo- 
cratic pa It is true that Northerh Democrats 
have sulfe many things for us, and I honor them 
for it; but, sir, we have endured tenfold more for 
them. There never was a day nor an hour when 
all of our persecutions would not have in 
stantly ceastd, if we had joined the Re- 
publican party. But we loved the name; we loved 
the halloWed associations; We lovea the ancient 
glory of the Democratic party, and we have en- 
dured for it pains, penaities, and privations as 
great as those which Sr. Paut suffered for the 
Chgistian religion.

The business of the Suez Canal for the past 
year uppears to have been a success. At the 
general meeting of the shareholders, held in 
Paris June 11, the report on the general situa- 
tion of the Compauy showed that the total ex- 
penses for the year ending last December were 
85,87. 742, distributed as follows: Interest, 
$2,331,008; administrative expenses, $227,200;

ToLEDO, O., June 25.—I have just returned 
from a trip over the Wabash Railway for the 
purpose of observing the condition of the corn 
crop. Thecrop as a whole is not in as good 
condition as last year. At some points it is 
better, at others not up to former years. Be- 
tween here and Lafayette, Iud., ft all looks 
well, is from six to twelve finches high, is even, 
and good strong plants. On sandy or well 
drained fields t is all right; has been cultivated 
twice; ground in good order, elear of grass and 
weeds. West of Lafayette there is an aston- 
ishing difference fm quality. In portions of 
some fields that are near good ditches or on 
slight elevations, where the ground is dry and 
and in good condition, it is eighteen inches 
high; other portions of the field twelve inches, 
six inches, and in low portions just up, two to 
three inches. Most of it has been cultivated 
once, some being done second time. There 
are a few fields which have not been 

lowed at all, and 
The varied condition of the crop shows what 
drainage does, and also demonstrates the great 
need thereof. 

l estimate that west of pPanville about one- 
fourth the land is in corn, ‘one-fourth meadow 
and pasture, one-fourth small grain, wheat, 
rye, oats, and flax, one-fourth too wet for any 
purpose of cultivation—of course the latter is 
partially pastured, but might well be eonsidered 
worthless.

The business of the banks moved only in well- 
worn and accustomed channels. ~The demand for 
accommodations is anything but pressing. Bank- 
ers console themselves by predicting an earlier 
fall trade than usual, and by admiring the superior 
character of the paper that now forms their bills

improved methods of business, the risks of bank- 
ing are now less than they have been for a genera- 
tion. It is not as profitable as it was in the flush 
days before the panic, but those profits did not 
always come to stay. Deposits are increasing. and 
‘and witb them the loanable surplus of the banks. 
Raves of discount are 6@10 per cent te regular cus- 
tomers, with special rates sometimes as low as 4 
and 5 per cent to outside borrowere. New York 
exchange was sold between banks at 500750 per 
$1,000 premium. Tue clearings were 52. 500, 000. 

ROCK ISLAND. 

The New York World comments on the revival 
of the rumor that there was to be a scrip dividend 
on Rock Island, saying that there is no appearance 
of any evidence of the truth of the ramor, nor any 
likelihood that dividends at a higher rate than 8 
per cent will be paid on the stock. The Compa- 
ny's statement of ‘' Disposition made of sarplus 
earnings recently published shows an important 
change,—the advances to connecting roads are 
now represented by $4,939,653 of their capital 
‘stock and bonds. This is the source to which 
Rock Island stockholders must look for extra div- 
idends from earnings.

TAYLOR WILL CASE. 
THR TRUSTBES AHBAD, 

Judge Williams yesterday rendered an opinion 
in the case of Hobart C. Taylor vs. Albert Keep 
and others to set aside the will of the late H. II. 
Taylor. Mr. Taylorin February, 1874, made a 
will leaving the bulk of his property4o eight trus- 
tees, to be by them devoted to the founding and 
engowing in the City of Chicago, ona lasting 
basis, of such a charitable or other institution as 
in their opinion was most needed and would do the 
most positive and enduring good, and the least 
harm. If those Trustees should be unwilling or 
deem ft imexpedient to organize a new charity, 
then the money wasto go to the Home of the 
Fricndless. 

The sou dled a bill to set the wil) aside on the 
ground of uncertainty, and the trustees and Llome 
of the Friendless each filed a eros bill to protect 
their interests, so that the contest was a three-cor- 
nered one. The bett claimed the devise was net 


foracharitable purpose, for the will stated the 
money was to go to suck chariiable or other in- 
stitution,” etc., and the principal argument was 
on thie question. 

Judge Wiliiams, after reciting the facts. said that. 
in order that à devise to charity should possess that 
certainty which would make it valid, the language 
of the will must require that the fund should oe 
expenced for a charity according to the legal 
meaning of that word, and for nothing else. A 


will ought to’ be construed as an entirety 
giving effect to all the provisions, ap 
also to the ingention as gathered from 


the whole instrument, when not contrary to law. A 
charity had been well detined to be ‘*a gitt to be 
applied consistently with existing laws for the 
benefit ef an indefinite number of persons, either 
by bringing their hearts under the influence of 
education or religion, by relieving their bodies from 


. diseaee, suffering. or constraint, by assisting them- 


selves to establish themselves for life, or by erect- 
ing or maintaining public buiidiags or works, or 
otherwise lessening the burdens of government. 
It is immaterial whether the purpose is called ehar- 
itable in the gift iteclf if it is eo described as to 
show that it is Charitabie in its nature.” If a will 
showed a clear intention to devote property to euch 
a charity it would be good, but if it was left dis- 
cretionary with the testator’s trustees to devote 
the property to such a charity or to something else. 
the will would fail. aud the property go to the heir. 
Taken alone, the ninth section of the will. giv- 
ing the property to such charitable or other insti- 
tution as would do the moet ＋ and least harm, 
etc., created an uncertainty, for the other insti- 
tution might or might not be charitable. In su 
@ cate resort must had to other and externa! 
circumstances. Taking ail the will together, it 
was evident the testator was only intending to give 
his estate to some charitable parpose, for, in ref- 
erence to his object, he in the various parts of tue 
will always termed it a charitable institution or 
charity: Moreover, the contingent legatee, the 
Home of the Friendless, was a charitable in- 
stitution. A charitable intent was visible 
through the whole will, was attached to all 
the testator's estate, except an insigniiicant 
portion. and even wsubordinatet the strongest affec- 
tions which actuated humaa conduct. Because 
the testator used the words or other Institu- 
tion’ in one passage, it by no means appeared 
that he intended even by them to refer to some 
non-charitabſe institution. But even if he did. his 
meaning was controlled by the other exvressions 
of the will. lt must, therefore, undoubtedly be 
held that the intent of the testator in the present 
case was to found a charitable instituuon sg 
The general intcm, therefore, being apparent in the 
will to found a legal charity, and oniy a charity, 


the devise conid in no event lapse to 
the heir. the manner of determining 
wnat charity being alse clearly shown, 


and the original bill of tbe son would theréfore be 
dismissed for want of equity. The scheme tiurough 
which thecharity was to be founded being cicar 
and distinct, and the Home for the Friendless not 
being entitled to the devise until the trustees had 
first determined not to found a new charity, and 
they not having decided that question, its cross - 
bill must alse be dismissed for want of equity. A 
decree would then be entered on the croze-bill of 
the trustecs giving a construction of tie devise 
under the ninth section of the will as above set 
forth.

IN GENERAL. 
_ASSUMPSIT OR CASE. 

Judge McAllister decided the case of D. R. 
Brandt vs. Gallup & Peabody. which came up on 
demurrer to the declaration. It appears that 
Brandt employed the defendants in 1869 to obtain 
a loan of $45,000 for him on the old Dearborn 
Theatre, and to keep the premises insured during 
he Ire of the mortgage. They obtained the 
oan, but neglected to ineure the building. It was 
afterwards burned, and Brandt broaght suit in 
case for damages. The defendants demurred on 
the ground that the action should have been 
assumpesit, and not case. 

Judge McAliieter said the defendants were brok- 
ers doing business as middlemen in their employ- 
ers’ names, and were to be beld to possess the de- 
gree of gill ordinarily possessed by persons so 
engaged. The general rule of law was, that for 
misconduct, neglect, or disobedience of instruc- 
tions by an agent, the remedy was cither by action 
on the case as for a wrong, or of assumpsit on the 
implied undertaking. It was necessary to prove 
actual damages, and also negligence or default in 
the agent. It appeared that the defendauts ac- 
cepted the employment of the plaintiff, received 
their commissions, and partly performed the 
agreement. but through carclessness failed to ob- 
tain the insurance, and that the bailding burned 
without plaintiff's fault, and that he, im conse- 


quence of their neglect, suffered damage. Tne 
action was well brought in case. and the demurrer 


* would be overruled. 


TOO LATE. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday morning refused to 
nt injunctions inthe cases of k. K. Jenkins, 
ssignee of Samuel J. Walker, against the Inter- 
nu tional Bank and others, and against Greene - 
baum & Foreman and others. These suits were

More About the Conference at Wormicy’s 
—Mr. Hill and His Ux-Rebel Anti-Fili- 
busters, ‘ 


New Orleans Times. 

The Hon. Ben Hil!J, of Georgia, has contrib- 
uted some interesting matter to the secret his- 
tury of the Congresstonal session of 1876-77. 
Mr. Hill is as weil qualified as any living man 
to do this, for he bore a very important part in 
the events of the time. There are, however, 
some unimportant inaccuracies in Mr. Hiil’s 
statement. One, iu particular, is in regard to 
the number of persons who agreed to let the 
cuunt go on. „Mr. Hill says there were forty- 


two, but in reality the whole strength of the 
anti-filibusters among the Southern members 
was thirty-eight, which was increased to thirty- 
nine. 

On Friday, Jan. 26, 1877, the Senate adonvted 
the resolution creating the Joint Electoral Com- 
mission, by a vote of 47 to 17. and it passed the 
House by a vote of 191 to 86. Feb. 7 the Joint 
Commission agreed to let the vote of Florida be 
counted for Haves. and on the Yth the decision 
of the Commission was formally promulgated. 
The weck that followed was one of intense ex- 
citement, Many usually clear-headed men fa- 
vored a disregard of the action of the Commis- 
sion. Nearly every night caucuses were held. 
Mr. David Dualey Fieid devised a plan—wrong- 
fully attributed to the Hon. Clarkson N. Potter 
~—which he thought was the thing. It was 
simplv to declare Mr. Tilden elected, let the 
oath of office be administered at No. 
Gramercy Park, and then let the House 
recognize him as thg de jure President. That 
the plan had its aitractiovus there is no 
doubt. But Mr. Hill knocked it to piéccs by a 
speech in the caucus, which has become historic. 
He said such a method of inaucurating a Presi- 
dent would be revolution. and then followed 
with bis query, if the genticman proposing this 
knew the conservative power of a 15-inch shell 
with its fuse in process of combustion! Of the 
secret caucuses following this it is not the in- 
tention of this article to speak. The Louisiana 
case was to be taken up by the House on Mon- 
day, Feb. 19. On the evening of the 17th the 
Democratic caucus declared that the count 
should proceed without dilatory motions.

CANADIAN DOCTORS. 
They Hold an W Convention in 


an American City. 
Snecial Dianatch to Tre Tribune. 


St. Clair Medical Association of Canada com- 
memed its regular semi-annual meeting this 
afternoon. The Association represents the 
medical profession of the three western coun- 
ties of Ontario, viz.: Essex, Kent, and Lamb- 
ton It was organized five years ago under the 
Medical act of Ontario, and its meetings are 
devoted to the consideration of the business 
interests of the profession, as well as to dis- 
cussions on scientiic subjects. The Society 
formerly met regularly four times a year, the 
quadrilateral istrict embracing Windsor, 
Sarnia, Chatham, and Strathroy. At the meet- 
ing last February, held at Chatham, it was de- 
cided to convene only twice a year, at Detroit in 
July and at Cbatham in February. The 
Association is composed of about eighty 
active members. Telegrams were received 
from Prof. McLean, of Ann Arbor, and Dr. 
Abbott, of Chatham, regretting their mability to 
be present at the Convention. Dr. Coventry, 
secvended by Dr. Casgrain, moved that the Con- 
vention adjourn and meet over in Windsor, and 
these gentiemen seemed highly indignant that 
the Association should carry on its proceed- 


ings in this “an American city” and give 
such a rising, thriving, wideawake town 
as Windsor the cody. Drs. Bray 
and Bucke discussed the other side 


of the question, and succeeded in passing a 
resolution contimuing the session in this city, 
but postponiug financial and legal subjects un- 
til the meeting at London next February.

THE CRIMINAL LAW. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, June %.—Your editorial io the 
June 22d issue of Tus Damy Ion headed 
“The Executions Yesterday,” is, of itself, a 
study, and from the wording is calculated to 
convey an erroneous, but perhaps a popular, 
impression on the suljject of the execution of 
the sentence of the law, when the extreme 
penalty is to be inflicted. In the first paragraph 
the proposition is corfectlv stated—i. e.: that 
the purpose of punishment for crime is to 
assert the power of society to protect its mem- 
bers, and that punishment may serve to deger 
others contemplating crime; but you follow 
up the subject, and give the reader te 


understand that the punishment is in- 
ficted by officers who have a discretion- 
ary power, and, from the exercise of that 


power in the past, have made the inflicting of 
punishment so uncertain as to increase the 
chances of escape of the evil-dner, that crime 
bas been encouraged, and warn the officers for 
the future to beware, or the eifects of tae exe- 
cutiou of Sherry and Connelly will be soon lost. 
Now amore erroneous positiog could not be 
taken, and a more false impression could not be 
conveyed in a more studied effort, for it is wel! 
known under our system the punishment of 
crimes is only reached through one avenue, 
and that the first step in dctail, in the law. is to 
first find the criminal guilty, and that must be 
done through a jury; and the members compos- 
ing the jury are drawn from the “body 
of the county’; and that the result 
of finding of the jurv base the proceedings fol- 
lowing, over which the officers have no control. 
It is well known in this State that a failure to 
punish is a failure to convict, and that sucha 
failure renders the officer as powerless to inflict 
punishment as a conviction renders the same 
officer powerless to refuse or neglect to inflict 
punishment. Then what do you mean? Is it 
that the officers, from the Governor down, are 
eensurable, or open to corruption, because of 
the few executions, ordo you mean nothing? 
Now, it is admitted by all that there is great 
cause for complaint; but is not the #emedy for 


this wrong to be begun at the sonrce, 
and not the mouth of the stream, 
and is it not the fauit of the 


jury system in the trving of criminal cases 


where the extreme penalty of the law is to be 
inflicted? It is plain,when we can get juries who 
will bear the weight of the responsibility when 
under the same trying circumstances as our 
executive officers do, then there will be no 
eause to complain that the penalties of the law 
are impartially administered in this class of cases.

THE GRAND JURY. 


AND THEY MARVELED, SPEAKING ONE TO 
ANOTHER. 

The Grand Jury was considerably perturoed yes- 
terday, and the jurors were wondering how it was 
that despite their efforts at secrecy their programme 
in the cases of the Treasurer of Hyde Park and the 
Town of Lake authorities, amd Pomeroy and ex- 
Postmaster McArthur, had been foreshadowed by 
Tus Trisungs. After discussing the situation, 
however, and for the time abandoning the thought 
of investigating the ways of the news-gatherer, 
they settied down to business. 

In the early forenoon they passed on numerous 
small cases, and next came the matter of the al- 
leged crookednees in Hyde Park's financial man- 
agement. It had been intended to make an early 
start, but the witnesses were slow. and it was not 
until about noon that the first one was called. 
Among {those answering subpenas were H. V. 
Freeman, D. W. Potter, H. B. Bogue, M. J. Rus- 
sell, EK. G. Clark, John J. Bennett, Stias F. 
Wright, Georke A. Follansbee, and Commis- 
sioner W. E. Wheeler. They are all sup- 
posed—or such as were favored with being 
calied—to have told all they knew of tbe 
matter under consideration, out just what each 
one swore to in detail could not be learned; but 
enough was found out, however, to ay that the 
papers have long ago preceded the jury in the ma- 
terial inkormatlon they gleamed, and that the 
sentiment seems f ve in favor of indicting Mr. 
Waldron for defalcation to the tune about 
$100,000. Some of the evidence, too, is under- 
stood to have reflected on some rsons con- 
nected with a certain bank where Waldron was 
enabled by some means or another tw 
deposit town bonds as collateral security 
upon which it ie claimed that he borrowed $50, 000, 
which now makes a part of his deficit, A part of 
the testimony is also said to have intended to sur-. 
round the making over of certain swamp lands, to 
straighten up his accounte, with suspicion. and to 
have created the impression that it was intended 
that the land should. at the end of numerous law- 
suits, revert to the creditors of Waldron, Niolock 
& Co. While only a part of the story was told, 
what was heard did not impress the jury favor- 
ably. 

OMEROY. 

About 2 o'clock, of immediately upon the con- 
vening of the jury after a recess for lunch, infor- 
mation was brought that Pomeroy, tue late pur- 
chasable Deputy Assessor of Soath Chicago, who 
was mentioued in these columns yesterday, had 
been found. It bas already been stated that he 
was wanted by the jury, and that it nad been 
tacitly agreed that if he would come forward ana 
tell who bribed him, and who he subsequently di- 
viced the money with, that ne would be granted 
immunity, and the fact that he had been found was 
too good to be kept from the reporters. The news 
Was brought them instanter, and with it the 
promise that he would appear before the jury to- 
day and perform his part of the con- 
tract to which he is said to be a party. 
The reporter's informant said he had taken 
great interest in working up the case, and that he 
had sat up until 12 o'clock at night arranging to 
make the comingexplosion terrific. In connection 
with this he also told the reporters that as soon as 
the news of Pomeroy's coming to-day had been an- 
nounced to the jury steps were at once taken look- 
ing to securing the issuing of a epecial venire sum- 
moning the jury for another week's service that 
the investigation of Pomeroy might de completed 
by those who had started it, and that an official 
communication had been addressed to Sheriff 
Kern on tue subject. 

GEN. M’ ARTHUR.

This case will be reached, itis said, later in the 
term, and the least that is expected as the resultis 

tae indictment of the person in qucstion. 

To-day the jury willtry to find out how their 
proceedings became public.

Sweet Notes Very Much Jangled at Mon- 
treal—The 12th of July—Montreal Trade 
Review—Lord Dufferin—Other News. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
MonTreaL, June 25.—The musical jubilee, 
from which so much was expected, turus out to 
be a fraud. The Montreal bands, which are 
very much inferior to some- of the visiting 
bands, were awarded first-class prizes of $600 
each. The Hamilton, Ottawa, Quebec, and 

London bands entered 4 protest and refused to 

accept the minor prizes awarded them. All the 

papers denounce the proceedings and express 
sympathy with the victims of those who got up 
the contest, which, it is said, was decided before 
even it commenced. An Orange concert is be- 
ing given to-night in Mechanics’ Hall for the 
benefit of the Orange Band, of Hamilton. The 


feeling against the decision of the judges is in- 
tense amongst all classes. 

Several magistrates here had a consultation 
with the Mayor in reference to the preservation 
of the peace on the 12th of Julv. His Wor- 
ship’s intentions appear to be satisfactory to 
them, and they express their views in the fol- 
lowing letter to the press: 

We are pleased to be able to say that our Mayor 
and other civic authorities are fully alive to the 
gravity of the occasion; are making all possible ar- 
rangements to prevent any preach of the peace. 
It is not the intention to make the arrangements 
known until after duly 1, at least, —not- 
withstanding the clamor of some individual 
Orangemen, who have stated that the 
body here would issue <a proclamation 
to invite outside Orangemen to the city. if they 
did not Know within afew days that they were to 
be protected in procession. he attention of the 
Mayor appears to be immediately directed to the 
passage of the act for suppressing party-proces- 
sions, and he wili go to Quebec with the object of 
getting his bill through. He has intrasted it to 
the charge of the Hon. James Ferrier. The magis- 
trates, who are in the confidence of his Worship in 
this matter. state that there need not be the 
slightest anxiety on the part of citizens, who may 
rest assured that peace will be preserved, and riot- 
ing kept dowu with a strong arm. 

The annual review of the trade of Montreal, 
just published, shows that the trade of the year 
in four and grain was marked by no heavy 
failures, and no weighty losses, save, perhaps, 
on bariey carried over fromthe year before. 
Receipts at the port showed a great falling off 
forthe first seven months, but the activity of 
the remaining period brought the receipts up 
to near the previous year’s figures, while the 
values represented a larger amount of money. 
The receipts of flour were 823,878 barrels, against 
915,331 barreis in 1876. Wheat receipts amount- 
ed to 7,218,092 bushels; corn, 4,617,015 bushels ; 
barley, 1,230,486 bushels. The shipments of 
last year were 17,307,534, of which 5,848,363 were 
wheat and 3,746,235 flour. More wheat, corn, 
bariey, and rye were shipped during the year, 
and less peas and oats. The quantity of 
grain transhipped at Kingston into barges 
for Montreal was greater by 500,000 
bushels than in 1876. Barley, corn, and wheat 
were all carried by this route in larger quantity 
this year. The total of wheat shipped com- 
pares favorably with that of 1876, which was 

097,694 bushels. Most of the pork shipped from 
Montreal in barrels is taken by the Lower 
Provinces. During last year 10,024 barrels were 
sent thither, while but 2,068 barrels were 
shipped to Britain,—the total shipped being 
12,092 barrels, a greater quality than in either 
of the two previous years! Shipments of meats 
show a decline from 10,286 vackages in 1876 to 
8.234 last year. Snipmetts of cheese fell of 
48,277 boxes as compared with last year, and 
shipments of butter fell off 58,617 kegs. The 
decline in Montreal importation of teas from 
peariy 8,000,000 pounds in 1862 to 3.368. 000 
pounds in 1876 is ascribed to the prevailmg de- 
pression, and to American competition.

who chose as his subject What Is Man's Chief 
End?” He commenced by askiug the questions 
which oceur to every thoughtful-minded young 
man about to step into the world: What are 
you going to do? What are you going to be? 
What object in life are you placing before your- 
self??? To the mind of the speaker the ques- 
tions could be most satisfactorily replied to by 


men have given in the various ages of civiliza- 
tion, and dy observing the results 


which have inevitably followed the dif- 
ferent solutions of the problem. He 
contrasted the ruder ages of antiquity with 
the later periods. showing how men came to 
acknowledge that size of intellect was of 
greater importance than size of body. While 
the Egyptians equaled—nay, excelled, perbaps 
—the moderns in their knowledge of certain 
branches of mechanics, the light of the Nine- 
teenth Centurv affirms that the best civiliza- 
tion, in the highest and broadest sense of the 
word, is that which brings true happiness to 
the greater number. We boast not of tombs 
and pyramids, erected to perpetuate the name 
of any King: we glory not in the arbitrary 
power of a Pharaoh and the siavery of the 
great masses of the people. We rejoice, rather 
that we live in an age when one of the chiet 
elements of government is not only to protect 
society at large, but to extend to each in- 
dividual the largest possible liberty. The 
speaker pointed gut the defects which prevented 
the Roman, the Eeyptian, and the Greciar 
States from enjoying a long and successful 
career,—showiog that one-sided culture, how- 
ever perfect, mustin time be rejected. The 
pyramids of Egypt, and the accomplishments of 
the Greeks and Romans, were not tobe com- 
pared with the tone, the vigor, and the progress- 
iveness of modern times. And we need to be 
careiul that the wonderful achievmeuts öf the 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth Centuries do not 
_ dazzle our eyes with successes, and blind them 
to our shortcomings. Conceiving the idea of a 
Government in whose laws each man’s voice 
should be heard, noble minds have been labor- 
ing to educate the masses. and fit everv indi- 
vidual for the responsibilities of an intelligent 
citizen. This isthe basis of our High-School 
system and State Universities. But we are in 
danger of running intoan extreme,—of con- 
founding intelligence and morality, in- 
tellectual training and heart-culture. 
While we are teaching the more igvorant 
classes to know what is right, we need some 
mighty power to lead the intelligent classes to 
do what is right. From the comparison of an- 
cient and modern civilizations, having empha- 
sized the importance of intellectual training, 
and the still greater necessity of heaft-culture, 
the speaker answers the question with which he 
opened, as follows: The highest libertv, the 
broadest culture, the fullest, freest, least im- 
peded development of all his powers, should be 
the chief object of man’s efforts.

W. W. Augur, of New Orleans, La., the class 
historian, commenced his 
HISTORY OF THE CLASS 
by dedicating it to the members of the Gradu- 
ating Class, the Faculty of the University,-and 
the assembled strangers and friends of the 
University,—giving his reasons for the dedica- 
tion to each. He called attention to the fact 
that the present Graduating Class was the last 
one to graduate under what had appropriately 
been called the old regime. Practically, from 
this dav, class-bonds are broken. The historian 
proceeded to relate the trlals, and experiences, 
und successes of the class during the four 
years its members had been together. 
Ot the class personaily and statistically, the 
following is taken from the history: Only 65 
of the 115 who entered with the class still re- 
main. Nine recruits have joined the class. 
thus making a total of 74 graduates. Of the 
original 23 ladies, only 6 remain; and 2 lady re- 
cruite have been received,—making in all 8 la- 
dies. Thirty-nine of the class will take the de- 
gree of B. A.; 15, ot C. E.; 10, of Pt. B.;: 9 of 
B. S.; and4of M. E. One member @f the class 
was born in China, 2in Prussia, and the re- 
mainder in the United States. The average age 
of the class is 22 years 11 months and 14 days,— 
probably the voungest class that hag ever grad- 
uated. The oldest member is 28 years 7 months 
and 12 days; the youngest is 20 years of age. 
The heaviest man in the class weighs 
182 pounds. The total weight of the 
class is 10,596, and the average is 
143 1-5. The giant of the number stands 6 feet 
294 inches, The average hight of the class is 5 
feet 844 inches. Twenty-five of the clase will 
study law, 10 will teach, 6 will de- 
come civil engineers, 3 mining engineers, 
4 business-men, 12 are undecided, 1 will 
follow diplomacy, 2 theology, 1 journalism, 1 
medicine. One man has spent $4,000 in four 
years to gain an education which another re- 
ceived for $600. The average for expenses for 
four years is $1,785 per man. Nineteen of the 
eluss say they have no religion, and 2 believe in 
Robert-Ingersoltsm. The line of difference be- 
tween these two creeds will be readily per- 
ceived.’’ Five are Christians. 8 Episcopalians, 7 
Congtegationalists, 5 Baptists, 4 Pres- 
byterians, 11 undeeided, 1 Mormon, 
1 Methodist, 1 anti-Methodist, 1 All-Saints’, 1 
mixed, 1 Golden-Rule, 1 doubtful, 1 ex-Baptist, 
1 Quaker, 1 Catholic.
